More and more the extreme fair- 
ness of President Wilson toward all 
belligerents in the European war is 
becoming generally recognised. The 
talk, which repuVilicans are anxious 
to foment, that citizens of this coun- 
try who are of a German descent, 
will oppose Wilson almost solidly, is 
proving all buncomb.

HOW FARMERS WiiX BENEFIT 
BY THE RURAL CREDrfS BILL. 

Here is what a fanner who needs 

money can do under the Rural Cre- 
dits Bill, which was signed by the 
President. 
First, he must join what is to be 

known as a National Farm Loan Asso- 
ciation, paying iu $5 for one of its 
shates for each f 100 he wishes to 
borrow. He has one vote a share, 
but not to exceed ton votes in all. 

Next, he applies to the association 
note therefore, secured by a first 
mortage on his fr.^m. If the asso- 
ciation approves the loan, it turns 
the note mortage to a land bank. 
The land bank sends the amount of 
the loan to the association, which 
hands the money to the farmer. No 
commission, brokerage or rake-oflf 
is charged the borrower. 

No single loan is to be for less 
than $100 or more tkm $10,000; nor 
less than five years or more than 
I'orty years. The loan mu<t exceed 
♦iO per cent; and preferably should 
not go beyond 50 per cent of the 
mni-ket value of the land covered by 
the mortage. 

The borrower pajrs, Bwai-annually, 
the interest on his note pins an 
installment of the principaL He 
must not be charged over 6 per cent 
interest. 

Each National Farm Loan Associ- 
ation must have at least 10 mem- 
bers, and it cannot b^n business 
with less than $20,000 in lowM ap- 
plied for. 

It' is ill^ral mider severe penalties, 
for any officer, committeeman or 
member to accept any commission, 
fee or perquisite of -any kind for 
granting any loan. The only paid 
officer is a Secretary-Treasurer. 

Money can be borrowed by this 
system in order to pay for agricul- 
tural land, equipment, fertilizer>. 
live stock, buildings and improve- 
ments, <Hr to discharge a prior mort- 
gage. 

The land bank may charge the 
borrowing farmer only 1 per cent 
more than the rate it g^ on its 
bonds. This margin of one point is 
to cover expenses and profits.
